Farmyard Nursery is the definitive first Show 
experience for city kids, writes Patrick Tadros. 


or almost 60 years, the 
EF Farmyard Nursery has 
been a symbol of 
cultural heritage at the 
Sydney Royal Easter Show, 
bringing the traditions of the 
country to the city for 
generations of Australians. 

In the 1960s, there wasn’t 
much on offer for children 
other than showbags and 
rides. There were no hands- 
on agricultural activities to 
help bridge the growing 
divide between the 
experiences of city kids and 
country kids as agricultural 
lands made way for brick and 
tile suburbs. 

Then in 1965, the Farm 
yard Nursery was built 
thanks to the efforts of two 
passionate men from the 
Mudgee region — David 
White and Pat Birchall — 
who offered some of their 
own animals for display, with 
help from the Royal 
Agricultural Society of NSW. 

The public loved the 
animal exhibit showcasing 
horses, cows, sheep, donkeys, 


hens, turkeys, dogs, cats, rats 
and mice, and it quickly 
grew, expanding several 
times into larger venues. It 
was educational and 
entertaining, but it also 
helped to connect children 
with nature. 

In 1966, more animals 
were introduced — ferrets, 
pigeons and budgerigars, 
sows and litters, goats and 
kids, ducklings, rabbits, 
guinea pigs and an exhibit of 
eggs hatching. Increasingly, 
David and Pat took over 
responsibility for sourcing 
animals, and most were 
found in the Mudgee area. 

Today, the Farmyard 
Nursery is styled as an open- 
plan indoor paddock, filled 
with free-range animals 
welcoming the attention 
from young and old. 

Jenny Hughes, senior 
education co-ordinator, RAS 
of NSW, has managed the 
running of the Farmyard 
Nursery for seven years, and 
says safety and biosecurity 
are a top priority. 
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“As the co-ordinator, it’s 
my job to create a rewarding 
experience for families and 
the animals,” she said. 

This involves up to 20 
staff employed to ‘poop 
scoop’ and keep animal 
bedding fresh. She’s also 
keen to ensure city kids go 
home with a better 
understanding of farm life. 

“I see light bulb moments 
as children figure out the 
difference between an alpaca 
and llama or watch a baby 
chick hatch out of its shell. 
Some could watch the 
ducklings go down the water 
slide for hours while others 
like to use one of the brushes 
provided to comb one of the 
very willing goats.”

This year, Rhode Island Red 
breeder Kim George has entered 
33 of his girls into the Sydney 
Royal Poultry Show. Kim has been 
breeding Rhode Island Reds for 36 
years, and has around 100 
chickens scratching around his 
Crookwell property. Rhode Island 
Reds are very low maintenance, 
and don't need any of the usual 
primping or preening, he said. 
"They don't really need a wash. All 
| dois rub alittle bit of canola oil on 
them to brighten the colours and 
make them look shiny,” Kim said. 

The secret to a good-looking 
chook is to give them proper care 
all year round, he said. “You want 
to give them the best quality feed 
you can afford, and make sure 
their area is kept nice and clean, 
with regular fresh bedding.” 

Not just for showing, Rhode 
Island Reds are productive layers 
and make a great family pet, 
thanks to their happy-go-clucky 
personality.

the Sydney Royal Easter Show's 197- 
years of events, writes Laura Albulario. 


he Sydney Royal 

Easter Show 

started as a 

simple 

agricultural event, 
aimed at increasing livestock 
and sharing farming practices 
within the colony. 

The year was 1823, the 
venue was at Parramatta, 
and there wasn't a Paw Patrol 
show bag, motocross 
stuntman or rollercoaster in 
sight. The attractions ramped 
up over the years that 
followed, as word spread 
among farmers, who 
travelled to the city to 
showcase their prize-winning 
livestock, fruit and 
vegetables, and demonstrate 
their aptitude in bush skills 
such as wood chopping, 
show jumping and ploughing.

It all came to a halt a 
century ago, though, when 
an influenza epidemic forced 
the 1919 show to be 
cancelled. 

Large public gatherings 
were banned to stem the 
spread of infection, and 
many of the showground's 
buildings were converted 
into temporary hospitals, 
while the Royal Hall of 
Industries served as a 
morgue. The mood is far 
brighter nowadays, and the 
Sydney Royal Easter Show 
has reached proportions its 
founders could never have 
foreseen. 

Now Australia’s largest 
annual event, more than 
800,000 people are 
expected to walk through the 
gates between April 12 to 23, 
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Sydney’ S first Intercolonial 7 
Exhibition, Prince Alfred 


Park, 1870. 
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for a taste of country life. 
While drones and robots 
transform farming practices, 
and sustainability and global 
food security move up on the 
agenda, many of the 
traditional agricultural 
displays have remained 
perennial favourites at the 
Show. Nearly 200 years since 
the first Show, there is a lot of 
heritage in this great event 
and every year the Royal 
Agricultural Society of NSW 
celebrates this with anew 
theme. This year the focus is 
on the 1870s. 

Held at Prince Alfred Park 
throughout the decade, the 
Show welcomed new classes 
in competitions with judges 
assessing arts and crafts, 
ornamental plants and 
shrubs for the first time. 
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Commercial exhibitors also 
came along for the first time, 
demonstrating and selling 
wares including kerosene 
and hair brushes. 

This history and the 
Show's magnificent 
collection of Perpetual 
Trophies will be on display at 
the Heritage Pavilion, daily, 
and the RAS official carriage, 
the caleche, will also be there 
to admire. Some of the other 
great heritage features 
include: 


Marking World Heritage Day 
on April 18, traditional 
tradespeople will converge 
on the lawns of The 
Amphitheatre to 
demonstrate skills of 
yesteryear.

Along with helping on the family farm, 
Laura hires out her alpaca shearing 
services to nearby farms, is studying to 
be a secondary teacher, and isa full-time 
swim instructor. 

“When | meet people and tell them 
I'm an alpaca shearer, some are shocked 
— it's not something you hear that 
often,” she said. “I don’t think many 
people are familiar with the animals and 
what they're used for, they think they 
spit and kick, but when we take Hephner 
out, people love him. He's pretty quiet 
and well-behaved.”

he larger-than- 
life edible 
dioramas known 
as the District 
Exhibits will be 
particularly 
impressive this year, not just 
for their creativity, but also 
their ingenuity, with all five 
competing regions having been 
affected by the drought. 

“The district exhibits have 
been profoundly impacted by 
the drought, so much so that 
Central NSW will not be taking 
part in the competition, 
however they will still put on a 
display,” Bernadette Alcorn, 
the District Exhibits co- 
ordinator, said. 

A perennial favourite, the 
District Exhibits Display has 
different regions from around 
NSW and southeast 
Queensland competing with 
elaborate displays built from 
the fruit, vegetables, eggs and 
wool, that showcase each 
region’s produce. 

The District Exhibits have 
been a mainstay of the Show 
for more than 100 hundred 
years, and this is the first time 
in recent memory that a region 
has been unable to compete.
